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talke. Thelawes ar good fo right 
the w2onges, but lawpars do not 
their duties . Juſtice is good, but 
the Juſtpces care not fo2 poo2e 
mens cauſes. Officers are enowe 
and wel pꝛouided foꝛ in all places 
but theſe officers vnderſtand not 
their office and duty oꝛ pk they do 
vnderſtand it, they will not do it, 
t which is the wozſte of all, when 
thei do it not, thei may not be told 
ok it, eſpeciallp by a man that is 
learned in gods wozde.

ſuch cofederates as are of al kind 

of men moſt gentle:and ſecodip of 

ſuch kind of citezins as either be- 

cauſe thei are publicans ar ioined 

vnto vs by very great frendfhyp,

oꝛ els becauſe thei ocupp marchan 
diſe are very riche and tudge that 
by the means of our conſulſhippe 
their riches are in ſafetie. (But it 
map be ſaid ) that even amongeſt 
this kind of men there are greate 
controuerſies many wꝛonges are 
done and waighty contentions a 
' riſe . As though J ſhoulde thinke 
that thou haddeſt nothing to do. 
Pes J know that there is greate 
matters to do and ſuche as neede 
greate aduiſement. But remem- 
ber that J do attribute ſom thing 
mo2e in this buſies to aduiſemet 
then to foꝛtune fo2 what buſpnes 
al it be to bꝛidle them which are 
bnder thy gouernaunce if thou ca 
bꝛidle thy ſelfe - But let that be a 
greate t hard matter vnto others 
as it is very hard: pet to thee both 
it hath bene allwaies verp eaſye 
yea & in dede oght to haue bene ſo 
ſeing y thy nature is ſuch as ſeme 
v it wold haue ben moderat wout 
learning: but now ſuche W 
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is ioined with the good nature as 
were able to bzing into oꝛder and 
beautify the wozft diſpoſitis that 
euer man had. Thou truely thy 
ſelfſhalt withſtand the greedy de 
ſire of mony of pleaſure and of all 
other things as in dede thou doſt: 
t then ſhalt thou haue any greate 
to feare left thou be not able to re 
p:eſſe a wicked marchant oꝛ a co- 
uetous publicane? 

As fo2 the Grectans when they ſe 
thee ſo they will haue the in ſuch 
admiration as they are wonte to 
haue ſom noble man menctoned 
in their chꝛonicles o2 els thep wil 
thinke that thou ſo diuine a man, 
art come downe from heauen in- 
to the pꝛouince.

as thoughe J exhoꝛted thee to doe

terrible ther where ſo euer thou comeſt 
eurcom- there is incomparable oye bothe 
ortabie. publikly and pꝛiuatlp · foꝛ ſo much 
as 
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_ asþÞcitie wher thou entreſt dothe 
ſeme to haue recetucd a defender 
and not a tyꝛant: the houſe were 
thou lodgeſt,a geſt and not a rob⸗ 
ber But as fo2 theſe motters, vſe

Bowbelit thou haſt ſuch em 
baſadours as will haue regard of 
their own wo2lhip:of whom Tus 
bero is the chiefe both in honour 
dignitie e age: who J think(chife- 
ly becauſe he wryteth an hiſto2y) 
mape chuſe many men out of hys 
obne ch2onicles which bothe he 
will and alſo map follow.

And ſeing this gentle 
nas is ſo accepted at Rome where 
there is ſuch pꝛide, ſo immoderat 
libertte , ſo infinite licenciouſnes 
of men and finally ſo many magi⸗ 
ſtrats, ſo many apdes, ſuch porver 
uc 
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ſuch aut hoꝛitie of the Senat how 
pleaſant ſhall the gent lenes of a 
Pꝛetor be in Aſta 2 In the which 
the — nũ bꝛe both of Citizens 
t alſo confederates ſo many tow- 
nes t cities do hang at one mans 
becke: where there is no aide to re 
dꝛelle any rigour, no complaining 
no Senat, no aſſembling of 5 peo 
ple. Mherfoꝛe ſeyng it is p point 
of a noble man t᷑ of one which cue 
by nature is moderat it appertei⸗ 
neth ſpeciallp to one which is in- 
fkructed both in doctrine and alſo 
in the ſtudy of good artes ſo to be 
bane himſelfe in ſo great authoꝛi⸗ 
tie that no other power nede to be 
required by them ouer whom he 
beareth rule. That famous man 
Cy2us which was deſcribed bi Xe 
nophon not after the truthe of p 
hiſtozy but foꝛ example of good go 
uernance : Whoſe grauitp is ioi⸗ 
ned of that pliloſopher with a ſin 
- gular gentlenes : Whoſe bookes 
Scipio the Afﬀricane a — 
riend 
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friende was not lightly wont nef 
ther without a cauſe to lay out of 
his hands fo2 ther is no deinty of 
a diligent & moderat gouernemet 
in them omitted. If Cy2us who 
knew he ſhulde neuer be a pꝛiuat 
man ſo diligently obſerued theſe 
things w what care oght they to 
kepe t obſerue them which beare
